Wall Street and Legislation. 


In watching the •work of Gorernor Hughes in. New York State, 


with its object of varied reform, the general public shows a, sympa- 
thetic attitude, if not a general support, of everything he advocates. 
There is one thing, however, that appeals to the sober thinking part 
<jf mar eittrene sad that b the recommendation he has made to have 
a commission look into the facts surrounding the general [Wall street 
speculation in securities-arid commodities. 


Such a commission, if of the proper personality and actuated by 


the proper spirit, will do much good in suggesting legislation which 
would be of material benefit. .The Chicago Tribune sums up the 
»abject thus: 


"The public has considerable excuse for exaggerating the evils 


of Wall street, and with good reason a determination is growing to 
check them. The business of the* country is seriously compromised 
by the flagrant sins of a few. On the other hand, the true functions 
»f the stock exchange are perhaps recognized more widely than 
'ver, and the country, especially the West, wishes to see them safe- 
guarded. The investigation proposed by Governor Hughes would 
help to clarify the atmosphere and probably would show how much 
larger a proportion of legitimate business is transacted than is 
generally believed. 


"This is work for the State of New York, not for the Federal 


government. The country has a right morally to demand that New 
York shall do what it can under the law and in reason to correct 


' evils whose ultimate effects are • as widespread as the world's 
finance." 


An Antidote for War. 


There, are good lessons to be taught by large fleets of war 


vessels and great standing armies. They may keep a. harmony 
among nations, but it would seem that the same result might be 
accomplished equally as effective by the increase of commercial 
relationships and the spinning of such intricate webs of international 
interests that harmony would be necessitated. 


This is the logic of the Italian ambassador to this country in an 


interview for the Chicago newspapers. They are statements of 
truth and certainly a soberand sound statement of facts. It is not a 
new idea nor a new exploitation, but the pertinency of it comes at 
an auspicious time. For a long time the United States consular 
agents have been doing a fine work along these lines and its effec- 
tiveness has been felt in several recent diplomatic situations where 
much has been left to the imagination of the general public. Such 
a method is popular. Such an agency is at all times friendly. The 
work is free from the handicap of martial suspicion and outside the 
baneful power of intrigue. The work of welding commercial enter- 
prise moves quietly, supported by all classes, for the diplomat, the 
intriguer and the higher power of politics realize the power of trade. 
As a result of the created situation a new element of a more power- 
ful nature will take part in the settlement of any hostile measures 
that may creep into national imbroglios.

ADOPTED BY COUNCIL 


Stringent Regulations for Safeguarding the Public Health 


The ordinance providing for the pro- 


tection of puWim health -which was 
flrawn following

conference 
be- 


tween M,!.yor Mott, Dr. Blue. Dr. Long 
ind a number of councllmen, was in- 
troducecl at a meeting of the City 
Council last night. 
The 
ordinance 


was drawn up In accordance with the 
requirements of the Government, It 
being1 necessary to fully protect the 
city from disease by ordinance In or- 
der to be allowed a Federal appropfl- ' 
atlon of $7500 per month to be used 
In anti-plague measures. The appro- 
priation was granted with the under- 
standing: that a. sweeping ordinance 
be adopted. The ordinance which Is 
of particular Importance at this time, 
and which was adopted under a sus- 
pension of the rules on 
motion of 


Councilman Mulllns, Is In lull as fol- 
lows: 
To Keep Out Rats. 


Be It Ordained by the Council of 


the City of Oakland, as follows: 


Section 1. Every person, firm or 


corporation, 
owning, occupying 
or 


controlling any wliarf, 
building 
or 


basement In the city of Oakland, shall 
prevent 
the Ingress of rats thereto, 


and to this end and purpose shall use 
in the protection of said wharf, build- 
ing or b.tsement, funnels, screens, net- 
ting, cement, or other material, and 
the method of placing said 
funnels, 


screens, netting, cement, or other ma- 
terial, shall first be approved by the 
Board of Health. 
Section 2. Every person, firm or 


corporation, owning, occupying or con-

Champion of Mak* and Break System 


Qlve* Reasons for His Choice. 


(By C. f. REDDEN, (an expert.) 


In an article published six weeks ago, 


I pointed eut certain practical advantages 
In connection with th* make and break 
ignition, and this brought replies from 
several advocates of the lump spark sys- 


. 
tem. Th* matter ha* been considerably 


I discussed and I believe the time is now 


propitious TO make a final answer. 


The charge of gas that Is to be Ignited 


Is. In th* flrst place, not composed en- 
tirely of combustible material. This may 
be roughly divided as follows:— First, ni- 
trogen; second, products of combustion 
of the previous charge; third, water vapor, 
carbonic arid gas, etc. 


The rate of flame propagation through 


this rather complicated mixture depends 
upon th* compression and also upon the 
intensity of the spark. Leaving aside, 
then, the question of compression, whtih 
Is constant for any system of ignition, 
the rate of flame propagation througfl tho 
mixture. of gases is m direct proportion 
to the electrical energy of the discharge 


There have been any number of In- 


stance* where engine* have been "indi- 
cated" that bar* shown an Increase of 
i power when th* make and break system 


ts used, as against the Jump spark sys- 
tem. 


Some have maintained that if a charge 


was once Ignited the resultant explosion 
and the rate of expansion of the gases 


ould be the same, whether this ignition 


»as affected by a weak spark or by an 
Intense, hot spark. I do not, however, 
believe that this theory is any longer gen- 


iis 
' » 


break system will explode thl* charge and 
the lump spark system win not. 


Another point which cannot be over- 


looked I* the fact that with the make end 
break type of Ignition the spark advance 
need* but little attention. It therrfare re- 
lieves the driver of the annoyance of con- 
stantly manipulating th spark Jever. 


The theoretical advantages of the make 


break are not appreciated ty many 


automobile users, and perhaps it fs not 
going too far to say by many automobile 
manufacturers. They are too apt to con- 
sider It an accessory which can be best 
bought oa the outside, while, as a matter 
of fact, It to the life and soul of the motor. 


The type of ignition as used on the 


Btudebaker today is practically the same 
a* we have always used. We are con- 
stantly experimenting and trying to find 
seme way to Improve It, but thus far It 
to, to our minds, far superior to any other 
form of ignition. There Is little wiring, it 


! simple, that it produces more power Is 


a known fact, and it does not require such 
careful manipulation by the driver. Un- 
:es* there 's some radical change that en- 
tirely revolutionises the present method of 
gas engine ignition we will pin our faith 
to the make and break system for the 
future as we have in the past. 


•TRANO IN 'GRAND PRIX 


Like every great filxture, the Briar- 


cllft trophy automobile road race could 
not end without Its effect on men and 
thing*. It ha* placed Louis Strang, 
who drove the winning-• Isotta car, 
among the flrst handful of -world fam- 
ous chauffeurs. 
It has shown more 


clearly than ever some of the simili- 
tudes and difference* In the conetruc- 
ton of American and foreign cars. It 
has given to automobile experts and 
^tudents of mechanic* some more sta- 
tistics of actual working efficiency that 
are a* valuable In this line of endea- 
vor as were the lessons of the Russo- 
Japanese war In '-he study of military 
manoeuvres. 


The first concrete proof that Strong 
ias "arrived" with both feet and no 
return trip ticket at the small platform 
on the top of the automobile world 
came yesterday. Ha was engaged by 
Harry S. Houpt, the New York agent 
for the Thomas, car, to drive a car of 
that make in the Grand Prix race in 
France next July. 
Having won tha 


Savannah road race snd carried away 
the Brlarcllff honor* by an almost un- 
equaled display of coolness and self- 
control, he is now to compete in France 
with the aristocracy of the craft. 


With him will go hi* mechanician, 


John Marquis, who in the Brlarcllff 
race on Friday did his full share to 
bring the Isotta In the winner. It had 
been planned to have Montague Rob- 
erts, who drove the Thoma* car on Fri- 
day, handle tbe car In the Grand Prix. 
Yesterday, however, It wa* announced. 
that Roberts was needed by the firm 
for Its cars In race* on thl* side of the 
Atlantic and that Strang would be on 
the job Instead. 


The problem of a suitable automa- 
te tire Is dally becoming moro vex- 
atious and seems no nearer a solution 
than it was three years ago. 


In spite of the various schemes sen- 


sible and otherwise that have 
been 


offered the long suffering public, the 
Ire men so on serenely meeting with 
a condescending smile the solid tires, 
ectlonal Urea, spring wheels, and other 
devices too numerous to mention. 
It does seem, however, 
that there 


must be some solution, every one must 
agree that we can't get along without 
he column of air, and rubber properly 
combined with fabric is the only thing 
known at present that will hold air, 
ergo we must have rubber. 


If we must have rubber we must, 


have some protection for It and at 
present leather is tbe only, thing that 
will answekr the purpose; but that 
until recently ha* been an experiment 
owing to the fact that leather In itself 
would not endure but must be pro- 
ccted by steel rivet* and a steel rivet 
that was bard enough to resist tha 
wear of the road was so hard that It 
waa impossible to set it without break- 
ng It. So It goes on and on like the 
louse that Jack built and we seem 
lust as far from the solution as ever 
unless the Peerless Leather Tire Co.

able of being worked. 
Its chemical 


composition is beyond that of the man- 
ganese chrome carbon steels used In 
burglar broof safe linings as being 
drill proof.

Champion of Make *nd Break System 


Gives Reasons for His Chelee. 


(By C. F. REDDEN, (an expert.) 


In an article published six weeks ago, 


I pointed out certain practical advantages 
in connection with the make and break 
Ignition, and this brought replies from 
several advocates of the Jump spark sys- 
tem. 
The matter has been considerably 


1 discussed and I believe the time Is now 


propitious to make a final answer. 


The charge of gas that Is to be Ignited 


is. In the flrst place, not composed en- 
tirely of combustible material. This may 
be roughly divided as follows:—First, ni- 
trogen, second, products of combustion 
of the previous charge; third, water vapor, 
carbonic acid gas, etc. 


The rata of flame propagation through 


this rather complicated mixture depends 
upon the compression and also upon the 
intensity of the spark. 
Leaving asida, 


then, the question of compression, whlth 
Is constant for any system of Ignition, 
the rate of flame propagation througfi the 
mixture of gases is in direct proportion 
to the electrical energy of the discharge. 


There have been any number of In- 


stances it here engines have been "Indi- 
cated" that have shown an Increase of 


>power when the make and break system 


is used, as against the jump spark sys- 
tem. 


Some h we maintained that if a charee 


waa once ignited the resultant exnloslcn 
and the rate of expansion of the gases 
ynould b« the same, whether this Ignition 
'nas affected by a weak spark or by an 


Intense, 'iot spark. I do not, however, 
belteve thit this theory Is any longer gen- 
erally held. 


To compare the kind of spark pro- 


duced by the hlght tension system with 
the low tension or make and break sys- 
tem, it Is. well to understand something 
of til* nature of the electrical spark It- 
self. This consists really of small vapor- 
ized particles of metal passing from one 
pole to the other, and the thing which 
does the igniting of the charge is these 
Inflnltesinially small vaporised metal par- 
ticles. 


To get a line on tile electrical energy 


of the two systems, a person has only to 
i.se his eyes to see that the metal points 
at the sparking plug are comparatively 
fine and delicate, while on the make and 
break system they are large and strong, 
which only means that 
the electrical 


energy developed by the make and brenk 
system would. In a few moments, destroy 
the sparking point of a plug. 


The make and break system of "Igni- 


tion has many times the electrical energy 
of the jump spark. This is not a ques- 
tion for debate, it is simply a fact that 
is admitted everywhere by technical men. 


" \ Given t JTO cylinders of exactly the aame 


size, wortlng on the same mixture, the 
make and break system eg ignition "will 
develop more power, because of the in- 
stantaneous Ignition of the gases. It also 
will ignita charges which are either too 
rich or too poor. In other worts, if. for 
some reason, the mixture is Incorrect In 
proportions of air and gas the make and
